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HE Was NOT MUSDERED. 


Ernest Cherry, the 4ugusta Peddler, Still 
Slive—The Boys to be Released, 

Atlanta spoiled an Augusta sensation yes- 
terday and put astop to a murder trial now in 
its Inception in that city. 

All this was done by finding the man, who 
Was supposed to have been murdered, alive 
In Atianta. 

Yesterday morning Tse Consrrtvrion 
printed a special telegram from Augusta 
stating that James Coggins and John Ooflield, 
two boys, had that day been arrested and 
jailed in Augusta under charge of murdering 
Ernest Cherry, an Augusta peddier. 

it appears that Coggins, 
and Cherry lett Augusta 
on the 28th day of July in an 
ox cart. Cherry is a peddler, and the two 
boys sccon: panied him on the trip for the fun 
io be found in going through the country 
When Che rry leit his home he stated to h 
wife that he would peddle as far as Athens 
and then return to his home. About two 
weeks ego the two boys went back to Augasta, 
and instegd of meeting Cherry's wife, who 
‘cught them when she ascertained that they 
were In the city, they avoiced her. Finally 
Mre, Cherry, msneged to obtain an interview 
with the boys and questioned them closely 
about ber husbend. She had not heard from 
bimand naturally felt uneasy. The boys 
gave Mrs. Cherry no satisfaction, and as little 
information about her husband. faeir 
pnewers to ber questions only increased her 
feers for her hueband’s safety. Mrs. Cherry 
felt convinced that the boys had killed her 
husband, and decided to have them arrested. 
She swore cut the necessary warrants and 
Coggins and Coffield were placed in the 
Richmond county  jall. Their arrest 
ecsured considerable excitement, but 
the priscners took it quietly, all the time de- 
nying the truthof the charge. They said, 
when arrested, that they had left Cherry two 
miles from Athens, and that they parted be- 
cause he treated them badly. After they were 
arrested the officers found Cherry’s gan in 
their p eeession. This made their pusi- 
tion «lees pleasant and increased the 
euspicion esgeinst them. They, however, 
rendily admitted that the gun belonged to 
Cherry, end said that they left him while he 
wes asieep. Their stories, however, did not 
agree, end the general opinion was that they 
killed Cherry while he was asleep and buried 
him in the weods. 

The arrest of Coggins and Coflield created a 
sensatonin Auguste. The local press handied 
the story, and the readers were inclined to 
believe that there was something in the case. 

But yesterday Atlanta exploded the charge 
against the boys. 

Three or four days ago a young man driving 
ancx cert, putim an appearance near the 
water works and “camped out.” He re- 
mained incamp until yesterday, when he 
started for Eest Point. During his halt at the 
water works the man took in the farm houses 
in that neighborhood and disposed of some tin 
ware. Mr. Rapp, who is connected 
with the Sudiearke, saw the man several 
times, apd yesterday morning when he read 
in Tur Constitution the account of the arrest 
in Augusta of the two boys charged with mur- 
dering a peddler he at once suspected that 
the map he had seen camped 
at the waterworks was that 
peddier ard that no murder had been com- 
mitted. Mr. Rappat once reported what he 
bad seen to Chief Conno!ly aud the chief made 
an investigation which resulted in ascertain- 
ing that the manu was Cherry Cherry, 
however, declined to talk $$ much 
about bis parting from Coggias avd Coiield 
When Chie! Connolly had completed his iu- 
vestigation he telegraphed to the chief of po- 
liece of Augusta, giving him all the fects.
